Tabled, Not Postponed 


“OUR article, ‘Pacific Postpones Divi- 
sion” [L. C. June 29th], is seriously 
sleading and may, unless corrected, prej- 
ice the action of General Convention on

spokesman for the proponents of the

se ‘attention to the action taken. 
A motion to table is not debatable, and 
erefore can be interpreted only by the 
guments of its mover, in this case the 
shop of Utah. His statement was clear 
ough. The diocese of Olympia had not 
t acted (I am informed that it has since 
ted favorably) and no diocese can be in- 
ided in any province without its consent. 
1erefore any action of the provincial 
nod would be premature. I did not, and 
not, agree with that argument, but it 
perfectly clear that the motion to table 
t the synod neutral and uncommitted 
any way. 
To say, as you do, that the synod “de- 
led to postpone division of the province 
‘0 northern and southern sections” is 
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more than misleading. It is simply not 
true. What the synod decided was to say 
nothing about it. There are other state- 
ments in the article which are subject to 
the same criticism. The motion to support 
the memorials of Oregon and Spokane was 
not made by either of those jurisdictions 
but by a clerical deputy from the district 
of Eastern Oregon. This is significant be- 
cause that is the only jurisdiction which 
had, or has, taken action against the cre- 
ation of the new province.

GENERAL CONVENTION is getting 
nearer all the time, and we are doing 
our best to keep Churchpeople fully 
informed on the issues and activities 
coming up in Boston this fall. This 
number of THE LiviNG CHURCH is 
largely given over to General Conven- 
tion subjects, but many more are still 
to come. 


OUR OWN General Convention Fund, 
required to enlarge issues and provide 
for special coverage and promotion, is 
nearing the half-way mark with §5000 
in hand. We appreciate the generosity 
with which many readers have re- 
sponded, and hope that others who 
plan to give will do so as speedily as 
possible. Since the Church Literature 
Foundation is a non-profit corporation, 
your contribution is a deduetible item 
on your income tax return; and, of 
course, every penny of the Founda- 
tion’s’ receipts goes to benefit the 
Church through providing it with top- 
quality journalistic service. 


SUBJECTS to be taken up by Conven- 
tion, but not yet covered,. include: 
Church architecture; placement of the 
clergy; deaconesses; social reconstruc- 
tion, with a number of significant res- 
olutions in this field; the theological 
seminaries (the Commission strongly 
recommends increased support for the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
and the new seminary in Texas). 
Covered in previous issues in some 
detail were Commission and Commit- 
tee reports on rural work; clergy pen- 
sions; admission of women to the 
House of Deputies; Structure and Or- 
ganization of General Convention; the 
world-wide Anglican Congress to be 
held in 1954 in Minneapolis, Minn.; 
Church Music. Reverberations of many 
of these subjects will be found in fu- 
ture issues also, as will an important 
problem brought up by several dio- 
ceses and lay groups: the provision of 
a bishop for the military services. 


BUT amid all the arguments it must 
be remembered first and foremost that 
the General Convention is not a de- 
bating society, but an instrument of 
God to carry out His purpose of man’s 
salvation. The Church’s Program, 
translating that broad purpose into 
definite plans for action, is the real 
business of the Convention. 


OTHER things continue to go on in 
the world. The British government, 
through spokesmen in both the House 
of Lords and the House of Commons, 
has indicated that it will not do any- 
thing about the Dean of Canterbury’s 
habit of giving expression to Commu- 
nist propaganda. Changing the law to 
take action against the dean would, 
said one spokesman, “be like taking a 
steam: hammer to crack a nut.” The 
dean’s_ ecclesiastical superior, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, told the 
House of Lords that Church law gave 
him no means of policing the dean’s 
political utterances. For earlier devel- 
opments see this week’s Foreign sec- 
tion. 


DR. LUELLA MUNDEL, West Vir- 
ginia State college teacher who lost 
her job and began a lawsuit against 
a state board of education member,

has lost the second trial of the suit. 
The first one resulted in a mistrial 
when the Rev. F. G. Luckenbill, rector 
of Christ Church, Fairmont, W. Va., 
preached a Sunday sermon objecting 
to the manner of questioning on Dr. 
Mundel’s religious beliefs. 


IN THE POLITICAL news last week 
was the Rev. Charles G. Hamilton, 
priest in charge of St. Paul’s Church, 
Corinth, Miss., and a member of the 
“loyalist” group from Mississippi 
claiming seats in the Democratic Con- 
vention at Chicago. Mr. Hamilton, who 
has served in the state legislature, was 
also chosen by this group as a presi- 
dential elector and a member of the 
state executive committee. 


COLLISION with a truck brought 
death to the Ven. John Edgar Gill, 
archdeacon of Cairo, Ill., July 9th. He 
was on his way home from a guild 
meeting at St. John’s Church, Albion. 
In addition to having charge of a 
chain of missions in the diocese of 
Springfield, Archdeacon Gill was 
chairman of the diocesan department 
of missions. On July 12th, the day of 
his burial, his first and only child, 
Elizabeth, was born. “These are they 
which came out of great tribulation 
. . and God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes.” 


THE CHURCH CLUB of New York 
offers an opportunity for a quick tour 
of some Church landmarks of the 
city on September 6th to bishop and 
deputies and their wives en route to 
General Convention. The announce- 
ment from Clifford P. Morehouse, 
president, says that the tour will be- 
gin at 10 A.M. at the Ambassador 
Hotel, where the club’s headquarters 
are located, and include St. Barnabas 
House, Seamen’s Church Institute, 
General Theological Seminary, and the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine. Cost, 
including lunch, will be $3.00 a person. 
Reservations close on August 25th. 


BEFORE this editor retires, he would 
like to see the Church adopt a uni- 
versal practice of requiring newly- 
ordained clergy’ to serve a two-year 
internship under the immediate su- 
pervision of trained priests, since as 
mueh harm can be done by inexperi- 
ence in the cure of souls as in the cure 
of bodies. Developments in this direc- 


tion continue, as shown by an an- . 


nouncement that St. Luke’s Hospital, 
New York, has opened for the first 
time a quarter of clinical pastoral 
training for which academic credit 
will be given. The course combines 
lectures and discussions with pastoral 
experience among patients under close 
supervision. However, of the six stu- 
dents enrolled none are ordained and 
only three are even studying for the 
Episcopal Church ministry, so the 
work,is of undergraduate rather than 
graduate nature. 


AMONG ten Army chaplains awarded 
the Bronze Star for “heroism in action 
against an armed enemy” in Korea, 
Religious News Service reports, was 
a priest of the Episcopal Church, 
Chaplain William B. Barrett, of Pike- 
ville, Ky. Eight of the others were 
Protestants and one was a Roman 
Catholic.

But 
most of the issues on which action is expected to be taken are 
previously studied by such official Church bodies as the Na- 
tional Council or one of the 29 Joint Committees and Com- 
missions appointed by the previous (1949) General Convention. 
Of these, 20 have made public their reports. 


Services to take care of the flood of re- 
quests*from dioceses for surveys of their 
social institutions and the needs of the 
institutions themselves for advice and 
assistance in finding personnel. 

“Social Education and Community 
Action” — i.e., the study of the implica- 
tions of the Christian Faith for econom- 
ic, political, and social life — should be, 
the Council says, the concern of a new 
Division with this title. A nationwide 
survey being conducted this year has re- 
vealed the need for continuing assistance 
to dioceses, parishes, interest groups, and 
individuals on ways to combat juvenile 
delinquency, narcotic addiction, and 
other social ills. 

Of equal urgency is the development 
of a new Division of Urban-Industrial 
Church Work, says the Council, to help 
stop the retreat of the Church from 
downtown areas where crowded popula- 
tions no longer belong to the well-to-do 
Anglo-Saxon group that has in the past 
been the nucleus for self-supporting par- 
ishes. 

Churches that have not solved the 
problem of serving downtown neighbor- 
hoods are in need of information from 
those that have made a start on, the 
problem. Experimental centers, subsi- 
dized by national Church funds, are re- 
quired to help develop urban-industrial 
techniques and then to train young clergy 
in applying such techniques. 


Domestic Missions 


The largest National Council increase 
requested is for the Home Department, 
with its Divisions of Domestic Missions, 
Town and Country (Rural) Work, Col- 
lege Work, and Armed Forces, and its 
subdivision of Racial Work and its Unit 
of Research and Field Study. This latter 
unit, which has made a name for itself 
as a tool of efficient missionary adminis- 
tration, will henceforth be placed under 
General Administration, since it now in- 
cludes both overseas work and domestic 
work. 

Remarkable progress in the domestic 
missionary districts has been made over 
the years, according to the National 
Council. In 1940, 32% of the income 
of these districts was derived from the 
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general Church Budget. ‘Today, al- 
though the total appropriation by the 
National Council is larger, it constitutes 
only 13% of the districts’ income. 

One missionary district — New Mex- 
ico and Southwest Texas* — is expected 
to become a diocese at the 1952 General 
Convention, succeeding to the position of 
Oklahoma (admitted in 1937) as the 
Church’s youngest diocese. 

The National Council says that the 
districts of Spokane, North Texas, and 
San. Joaquin (California) will probably 
become dioceses within the next six years, 
followed soon after by the districts of 
Arizona and Wyoming. This will leave 
Eastern Oregon, the Dakotas, Nevada, 
Salina, and Utah still requiring support 
for an indefinite period. 


PROMOTION 


Among many other features of interest 
in the National Council’s proposed pro- 
gram for 1953, one worth special men- 
tion is a new Division’ of Missionary 
Information in the Department" of Pro- 
motion. This division, if approved by 
General Convention, will have the task 
of helping dioceses and parishes pick 
missionary projects of special interest to 
them for their share of the Church’s 
quota so that their giving will be “per- 
sonalized” in terms of definite mission- 
aries and their work. The division will 
also collect and disseminate missionary 
information in general, saving the in- 
quirer the present complicated task of 
gathering information piecemeal from 
the relevant missionary department, the 
Finance Department, the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, the Missionary Bishop, etc. Staff 
requested consists of an executive secre- 
tary and two field workers. 


BupGet PROCEDURE 


The complete program proposed by 
the National Council is presented to the 
Program and Budget Committee of 
General Convention, which begins its 
sessions a week in advance of the Con- 
vention’s opening. It is also presented to 
* the two Houses in a Joint Session ad- 
dressed by the Presiding Bishop, mission- 
ary leaders, and National Council exec- 
utives, for the general information of the 
bishops and deputies. 

Toward the end of the Convention, 


*The missionary district, consisting of all of 
New Mexico and the Southwest corner of Texas 
bordering on the Rio Grande, is one of the few 
jurisdictions crossing state lines. When the dis- 
trict announced its intention to request diocesan

tional Council has to be authorized to 
reduce its actual 1953 budget by the 
amount necessary to bring it into bal- 
ance. The 1954 and 1955 Budgets are 
also adopted by the Convention in 1952, 
leaving the Council similar leeway to 
revise the figurés to meet changed cir- 
cumstances. 


Apportionment of Quotas 


Money to carry out the National 
Council’s program comes partly from in- 
terest on invested funds, partly from the 
United Thank Offering’ of the women’ 
of the Church, but mostly from the “Red 
Sides” of the individual’s parish pledge 
envelope. About half of the “Red Side” 
stays within the local diocese for its own 
missionary program independent of the 
National Council. The quotas of the var- 
lous dioceses and parishes are figured 
out on a complicated system which has 
been under study during the past few 
years by a Joint Committee on the Ap- 
portionment of Quotas. In its report, 
made public some months ago, this com- 
mittee proposes a revision of the system 


of calculating quotas based upon the e 

perience of the past three years insteac 
of the past six and reducing the present 
system of “weights” which now give dio- 
ceses containing large parishes propor- 
tionately higher quotas than dioceses con- 
taining smaller ones (see editorial, page 


10). 


UNITY 


No Gauntlets Thrown Down 


Most controversial issue of a series 0 
General Conventions in the 1930’s and 
up to 1946 was an extended considera 
tion of proposals looking toward unity 
of the Episcopal Church with the Pres 
byterian Church in the USA. The con 
troversy came to a head at the Phila 
delphia General Convention of 1946 
when the Convention refused to approve 
even ‘for study,” a proposed Basis o 
Union. 

Since 1946, the Joint Commission or 
Approaches to Unity has avoided throw: 
ing down the gauntlet on controversial 
issues, and its report to the 1952 Con 
vention, just made public, indicates tha 
it will continue this policy. 

The Commission reports its interest 
as an “observer” in the ‘Conference or 
Church Union” sponsored by the Com 
gregational-Christian and the Disciples 
Church, which, in 1949 invited . al 
Churches which recognized one another’ 
ministries to confer on a possible majoi 
movement toward organic union. Sever 
Churches have officially participated in 
meetings and discussions in response t 
this call — the two sponsoring Churches 
and the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church, the Methodist Church, the Afri 
can Methodist Episcopal Zion Church 
the Colored Methodist Episcopa 
Church, the Presbyterian Church in thi 
USA (Northern), the Presbyteriai 
Church in the U. S. (Southern), an 
the International Council of Communi 
Churches. A further conference 
planned at Buck Hill Falls, Pa., Octo: 
ber 29th'to 31st. The Episcopal Church’ 
Commission says that it plans to sen 
observers rather than delegates, “‘b 
cause there is little indication at presen’ 
that this movement has reached an un 
derstanding of the nature of the Chure 
with which the Episcopal Church ca’ 
make fruitful contact.”

Churches in the mutual efforts of the 
Joint Commissions, and the determina- 
tion to undertake the next possible steps 
in the direction of intercommunion with 
great patience, a genuine forbearance for 
one another’s points of view, and above 
all the charity that should characterize 
such negotiations on the part of Chris- 
tian brethren.” 

Only action asked of General Con- 
vention by the Commission is that it be 
authorized to continue negotiations with 
the Presbyterians and Methodists and be 
provided with $12,000 for its work. 


Ecumenical Relations 


The Episcopal Church’s most exten- 
sive work in the field of Church Co- 
operation and Unity is codrdinated by 
the Joint Commission on Ecumenical Re- 
lations. The Commission’s 1952 report 
has just been made public. 


NATIONAL CoUNCIL OF CHURCHES 


The Commission comments on the 
launching of the new National Council 
of Churches with Bishop Sherrill, Pre- 
siding Bishop of the Episcopal Church, 
as its first president. “The Episcopal 


Church,” the report says, “is fully repre- 
sented on the General Board, at the 
Biennial Meetings of the General Assem- 
bly, and on all the Divisions, Depart- 
ments, Commissions, and Committees; 
for, in addition to our 29 officially ap- 
pointed delegates to the N.C.C., at least 
153 other Episcopalians are serving on 
one or more of these 108 working units.” 

A report from the Church’s four rep- 
resentatives on the General Board is in- 
corporated in the Commission’s report. 
They note that the NCC’s first year has 
been largely devoted to shaping up its 
own complex structure. Most difficult 
problem has been the rule that Depart- 
ments and Divisions cannot publish state- 
ments or reports without first securing 
the General Board’s approval. “There is 
every reason to believe that this can and 
will be solved in such a way as to be 
just to the competent leadership in such 
divisions, while making clear a distinc- 
tion between such pronouncements and 
these of the General Board, which are 
supposed, to the best of our ability, to 
represent the view of the constituting 
Churches.” 

The Church’s General Board repre- 
sentatives have sought to express what 
they believed to be the official position of 
the Episcopal Church when controversial 
matters came before the board on which 
General Convention had previously tak- 
en action.

Also under the view of the Ecumenical 
Commission is the Episcopal Church’s 
relationships with the World Council of 
Churches. The Commission reports that 
it has tried to follow through on mat- 
ters referred to the Churches by the 
WCC’s 1948 Assembly for consideration 
and action. It has also arranged for the 
Church’s participation in subsidiary 
World Council meetings, particularly in 
the work preparatory to the World Con- 
ference on Faith and Order to be held 
at Lund, Sweden, this summer, and it 
announces that a full delegation is plan- 
ning to attend this conference. 

Getting down to the “grass roots” is 
a major concern of the Commission, 
which notes that, in 1951, 188 parishes 
gave direct support to the World Coun- 
cil or the National Council of Churches 
to the extent of $4711. 

In resolutions presented to General 
Convention for action, the Commission 
asks that parishes and missions be urged 
to use available materials and publica- 
tions about the ecumenical movement; 
that a Sunday, preferably Whitsunday, be 
devoted by all congregations to tell the 
story of the NCC and the WCC and 


of Church government, but removes a barrier to merger. Once 
basic agreement in Faith and Order has been arrived at, inter- 
communion—admitting members of one Church to the altars of 
the other—is a practical possibility. 
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to take up a collection for their work; 
and that the week of prayer for the unity 
of Christendom, January 18th to 25th, 
be commended to the clergy and people 
of the Church. 

The Commission works closely with 
the Episcopal Church’s National Coun- 
cil and its committee on ecumenical re- 
lations. It recommends that provisions be 
made in the National Council budget for 
a secretary to give his time to the ecu- 
menical interests of the Church and for 
paying the expenses of Church delegates 
to interchurch meetings. 


PRAYER BOOK 


Optional Intinction Proposed 


A recommendation from the Standing 
Liturgical Commission that the Prayer 
Book be amended to authorize Intinction 
will be brought before General Conven- 
tion in Boston. The manner is to be au- 
thorized by the Bishop, and each com- 
municant has the option to receive 
Communion either by intinction or in the 
normal way. 

The Liturgical Commission refers 
back to the Convention, without recom- 
mendation, proposals to change the name 
of the Church, on the ground that al- 
though the name of the Church appears 
on the title page of the Prayer Book, the 
question of name is a constitutional, 
rather than a liturgical, matter. 

It also recommends that the Revised 
Standard Version of the Old Testament, 
now nearing publication, be approved for 
use in Churches as the Revised Standard 
New Testament has been. This version, 
if it proceeds on the same principles as 
the New Testament portion, will be in 
modern English. 

The Commission recommends that the 
canon on lay readers be amended to au- 
thorize them to read the Epistle in Holy 
Communion. This practice is already in 
existence in some parishes which carry 
out the principles of the Liturgical 
Movement, as “a continuation of a very 
ancient custom.” 

General Prayer Book revision will 
not be asked by the Commission at this 
Conyention, although it is laying the 
groundwork for a future revision by 
publishing ‘Prayer Book Studies” sug- 
gesting possible changes in the several 
Prayer Book services. At the time of the 
printing of the Commission’s report, 
thirteen dioceses had voted on an inquiry 
from the Commission whether revision 
should be undertaken now—ten nega- 
tively, one against a negative resolution 
but without substituting an affirmative 
one, and two favorably.

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ENGLAND 
MP’s Ask Dean Be Dismissed 


More than 35 members of the House 
of Parliament in England have proposed 
that Queen Elizabeth II dismiss the 
Dean of Canterbury, Dr. Hewlett John- 
son, the New York Tiznes reports. 

The dean recently returned from 
China “echoing Communist propaganda 
about germ warfare by the United 
States.” 

Selwyn Lloyd, Minister of State in 
the Foreign Office, said that the British 
Government’s view that charges of germ 
warfare are baseless was ‘emphatically 
confirmed” by Dr. Johnson. It is clear, 
said the Minister, “that the very rev- 
erend gentleman has no valid evidence 
at alle? 

The London Daily Graphic said that 
Dr. Johnson’s “conclusive and irrefu- 
table’ material “proves nothing except 
his own gullibility.” 

Six London editors denounced Dr. 
Johnson, reports the Times, calling him 
“Communism’s Christian stooge,” “the 
germ carrier,” “the dean of dupes,” and 
“4 peripatetic teacher of hate.” 

Dr. Johnson was appointed dean of 
Canterbury in 1931 through the influ- 
ence of the Labor Prime Minister, Ram- 
say MacDonald. 

The New York Times went on to 
point out: 


“As Dr. Johnson is dean of Canterbury, 
cathedral seat of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, he is often mistakenly believed to 
be the archbishop’s assistant or deputy, an 
illusion that the Communists do nothing to 
destroy. 

“Twice in recent years the Archbishop, 
Dr. Fisher, has felt it advisable to disas- 
sociate himself publicly from the dean’s 
views and to point out that Dr. Johnson 
does not speak for the Anglican Church, 
the Canterbury chapter, or the archbish- 
opric.”

A yardstick for the size of the individual contribu- 
tion is provided by the quota system approved by 
General Convention. The National Council works 
out the amount each diocese is expected to assume to 
put into effect the missionary, educational, and social 
program adopted by General Convention. Then the 
Council notifies the diocese of its share; the diocese 
adds the amount needed for its local missionary pro- 
gram and notifies the parish of its share; and the 
parish may, in turn, estimate how much is needed from 
each individual to meet its quota. 


THe ANNUAL FAILURE 


+) Rg process of notifying takes place before the 
annual Every Member Canvass held each fall; 
and at the beginning of the year, as Canvass returns 
come in, a reverse process of notifying goes back up 
the channel from the parish to the diocese to the 
National Council. The figures thus arrived at are 
the ‘‘Expectations” on the basis of which the National 
Council, year after year, has to decide just what im- 
portant items of missionary work approved by Gen- 
eral Convention will have to be postponed or for- 
gotten because the money to do them is not at hand. 

One of the big problems of the quota system is the 
fact that relatively few parishes and dioceses overpay 
their quotas to any important extent; while a good 
many underpay them because the pledges from indi- 
viduals are insufficient to meet the total need. This 
condition may be almost inevitable under any quota 
system; but for a long time there has been a growing 
belief in some quarters that the method by which the 
quotas of the various dioceses is determined is in 
need of overhauling. 

The present system figures out the capacity of 
each diocese to give by averaging its expenditures for 
current expenses over the last six years. These figures 
are then revised to allow for the assumption that 
larger parishes are able to give more for missions, 
proportional to current expenses, than small ones. 
Under this method, it is believed, economic differences 
from place to place in the country are almost auto- 
matically reflected in the differing amounts required 
for current expenses, and the traditional tendency of 
large parishes to be well-to-do parishes is allowed for. 

But when the quotas arrived at under this system 
are worked out on a per communicant basis, some 
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rather surprising inequalities are revealed. Comm 
nicants of the diocese of Missouri, for example, a1 
expected to pay $3.68 each, on the average, for th 
work of the National Council; but across the rive 
in the diocese of Springfield (Ill.), the amount pe 
communicant is $1.87. The diocese of New Yor 
‘scolded for many years as the worst performer | 
meeting its quotas, is expected to produce $5.71 pe 
communicant. The diocese of South Carolina has 
quota of only $1.57 per communicant. Communican 
of the missionary district of San Joaquin are expecte 
to give $2.61 for missions; the diocese of Quince 
only $1.47. South Dakota, a special case with its larg 
number of impoverished Indian communicants, has 
quota of less than $1.00 per communicant.* 

According to the report of General Convention 
Joint Committee to Study the Apportionment ¢ 
Quotas, published last year, an improvement in tk 
present system could be arrived at by two steps. Th 
first of these is to take the average of current expens« 
over a three-year period rather than a six-year on 
which would allow more adequately for changing co! 
ditions in the various dioceses. The second step is t 
reduce by about half the “‘loading”’ for dioceses whic 
contain an unusually large number of large parishe 
If the report is adopted, the Committee calculate 
18 diocesest would have proportionately small 
quotas, while all the other dioceses and missionat 
districts in the continental United States would hay 
higher ones. 

If General Convention were like the average p 
litical legislature, such a proposal woyld be obvious! 
foredoomed to failure. The 69 losers would neve 
consent to an increase in their quotas for the bene! 
of the 18 gainers. However, we are confident th: 
General Convention will adopt a more realistic vie 
of the situation, and will agree to a quota system thz 
spreads the load more equitably. If the nation: 
Church is ‘“‘taxing”’ the dioceses beyond their abilit 
to pay — which we doubt — the only practical thin 
is to insist on a smaller budget rather than to presery 
an unworkable quota system. 


Basic PROBLEMS 
AS eee we reported the findings of the Con

T IS a strange and awesome fact that many parishes 
and many dioceses give their communicants an 
ample of selfishness rather than of generosity in

adays, knows that in the shrunken world of today it 
will be impossible for St. Swithin’s, Suburbia, to carry 
on its activities happily if the other countries of the 
world are given over to militant atheism. Yet he sees 
his parish driving a shrewd bargain with the diocese, 
and the diocese driving a shrewd bargain with the 
National Council. Small wonder if he decides that 
he, in turn, should drive a shrewd bargain with the 
parish. His parish and diocesan leaders themselves 
are doing their best to convince him that the mode 
in Church giving is to get by with as little giving as 
possible ! 

Most parishes, of course, are faithful in meeting 
their obligations to the diocese and national Church, 
and some are generous. And it is a commonplace of 
Church finance that such parishes seldom have trouble 
in raising what is needed for their own local budget. 
They teach their laypeople generosity not only by 
precept but by example. 

Perhaps it is time for a grass roots movement to 
develop among the rank and file of the laity to con- 
vince the vestry, the rector, and the diocesan author- 
ities that Christianity really matters on a world-wide

The general plan of the book, from

erest, is excellent. Early chapters deal 
th matters of linguistic interest, cli- 
xed by a chapter on “Greek and 
‘brew Treasures.” Then comes a brief 
tory of the transmission of the sacred 
t from the day of Pentecost to the 
ng James Version (1611). Biograph- 
| sketches of modern and contempo- 
y translators are given in another two 
ipters, followed in turn by more lin- 
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guistic studies — this time on what might 
be called “great scriptural terms.” A 
final chapter rounds out the work by its 
tribute to colporteurs (‘Bible ped- 
dlers”), who are just as truly mission- 
aries as anyone else. 

A number of interesting, indeed fas- 
cinating, points are brought out in the 
discussion of the problems and pitfalls 
of the translator. The book should dis- 
pose of the popular notion that translat- 
ing is simply finding the equivalent word 
in another language. Thus, to take one 
of Dr. Nida’s examples: 

Among the Zanaki people on the 
shores of Lake Victoria, a thief is polite 
enough to knock when he is about to 
enter a house — to make sure no one is 
home. So, to translate literally the words 
of the Risen Christ, “Behold, I stand at 
the door and knock” (Rev. 3:2), would 
result in presenting our Lord as a thief! 
The passage was therefore rendered, 
“Behold, I stand at the door and call” — 
which is exactly what a visitor does 
among those people. 

The translator, as Dr, Nida points 
out, needs not only to have a knowledge 
of the language, but must himself be- 


come steeped in the thought-forms, the - 


ideas, indeed in the whole culture of the 
country or community. His whole task 
is beautifully summed up by Dr. Nida 
as one of “identification”: 


““As a Christian servant he must identify 
himself with Christ; as a translator he 
must identify himself with the Word; as a 
missionary he must identify himself with 
the people” (p. 117). 


Although the author considers just 
about everything from Hottentot to He- 
brew, and is capable of flinging around 
such a humdinger as ruwanayashaskas- 
niyquichejmantaka,* the book is just the 
thing to give to the general reader to 
acquaint him with a type of missionary 
of which he almost certainly knows too 
little. 

There is one glaring defect: the total 
omission of any reference to post-Refor- 
mation Roman Catholic translations. 
Not even the Douay Version is men- 
tioned, although the King James is. 
Msgr. Ronald Knox may not cut as 
heroic a figure as the paralyzed, wheel- 
chair-ridden Samuel Isaac Joseph Scher- 
eschewsky, laboriously pounding out his 
translation on the typewriter with one 
finger, but he is surely in the same broad 
tradition.

Church in the United States of 
America opens in early September of 
1952, it will be the third time that it 
has met in Boston. The previous years 
were 1877 and 1904. Except for the 
name there will be slight resemblance 
between the first General Convention 
whose 42 members leisurely assembled 
in Philadelphia in 1785 and the great 
gathering anticipated in the capital city 
of Massachusetts this autumn. 

What is the General Convention? It 
is primarily an ecclesiastical synod,! meet- 
ing every three years, the official legisla- 
ture of the American portion of the 
Anglican Communion.

Canons. It alone has the right to alter 
or revise the Book of Common Prayer; 
it alone may amend the Constitution; it 
alone may change the Canons. 

One unique mark of the General Con- 
vention is that it is a bicameral legisla- 
ture, in structure somewhat resembling 
the American Congress.’

The resolutions which such Joint 
Committees and Commissions bring in 
with their reports invariably become 
starting points for pertinent discussions 
in each House. 

Most important of all is the Joint 
Committee on Program and Budget, 
whose recommendations this year will 
largely determine the General Church 
Program for the trienniumi 1953-55. In- 
terestingly, it is composed of six bishops, 
six priests, and 124aymen. Its convener, 
the Rt. Rev. Edmund P. Dandridge, 
D.D., bishop of Tennessee, has already 
announced that it will start its sessions 
on Labor Day, September Ist, in the 
parish house of Emmanuel Church, Bos- 
ton. It will review in great detail recom- 
mendations from the National Council 
as to items which might be included in 
the coming program and will even hold 
public hearings after the Convention has 
started. Eventually it will present to the 
Convention in Joint Session a detailed 
plan for the next General Church Pro- 
gram. 


Elections inevitably take up some of 
the Convention’s time. It must elect a 
treasurer for its own funds, eight mem- 
bers and a treasurer of the National 
Council, 15 trustees of the General The- 
ological Seminary, a registrar, an his- 
toriographer, and a recorder of ordina- 
tions. 

Also held in Boston during the period 
of the General Convention will be the 
Triennial Meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. There are some 500 delegates 
to this meeting, five women from each 
diocese and missionary district plus one 
additional delegate from each diocese and 
missionary district having a racial minor- 
ity group of a certain size. These will 
arrive in time to attend the great Open- 
ing Service of the General Convention 
in Boston Garden on the evening of Sun- 
day, September 7th. They are also espe- 
cially invited to attend the Convention’s 
Joint Sessions and its Mass Meetings 
on Missions and the Ecumenical Move- 
ment. The outstanding Woman’s Auxil- 
iary event will be the United Thank Of- 
fering Presentation Service, to be held 
in Boston Garden early on the morning 
of Thursday, September 11th. In this 
service of the Holy Communion the 


Presiding Bishop is assisted by the 
Church’s missionary bishops. 

While the program for its Triennial 
Meeting is primarily educational and in- 
spirational, the Woman’s Auxiliary must 
reserve time for specific business matters. 
First, it must adopt a budget for the dis- 
tribution of its United Thank Offering. 
Secondly, it must elect eight members- 
at-large of its National Executive Board. 
Thirdly, it must send to the General 
Convention its nominations of four 
women to serve on the National Council 
for the ensuing triennium. Its presiding 
officer will be Mrs, Alfred M. Chapman 
of Washington Crossing, Pa. Its prin- 
cipal devotional addresses in Boston are 
to be delivered by the Rt. Rev. Richard 
S. M. Emrich, D.D., bishop of Michi- 
gan. 

Other activities of special interest 
groups include the National Youth Con- 
vention to be held September 11th-14th 
at Tufts College in suburban Medford, 
and the Laymen’s Weekend to be spon- 
sored on September 13th-14th by the 
Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Lay- 
men’s Work. 

Since the Convention meets but once 
in three years, it reaches the various parts 
of the country at very. long intervals. 
Only thrice before has it been held in 
New England; only thrice has it assem- 
bled on the Pacific Coast. Hence quite 
naturally it attracts to, each host city 
thousands of interested Churchmen. Aft- 
er they have attended the brilliant Open- 
ing Service, after they have visited the 
House of Bishops, after they have listen- 
ed to the debates in the House of 
Deputies, after they have attended some 
of the great Joint Sessions, then they will 
have a living answer to the question, 
“What is the General Convention?”

Philippine Precedent 
By HELEN Boye 


For the first time in its history, 
the Philippine Episcopal Church 
will be represented in the House 
of Deputies of the General Con- 
vention by a Filipino priest as cler- 
ical deputy. The Rev. Albert Mas- 
ferré is one of the first two Fili- 
pinos to be ordained to the priest- 
hood in the Anglican Church. He 
was ordained in Bontoc on June 6, 
1941, 

Fr. Masferré was born in Sa- 
gada, Mountain Province, and re- 
ceived his early education at St. 
Mary’s School, Sagada. After grad- 
uation from high school he pre- 
pared for the ministry in St. An- 
drew’s Training School, Sagada. 

During the war, Fr. Masferre, 
with the Rev. Eduardo G. Longid, 
took over the care of the thousands 
of Igorot Christians living in the 
Mountain Province who, after the 
internment of the American priests, 
were entirely dependent upon these 
two Filipino priests for the serv- 
ices of the Church. They spent the 
three war years hiking over the 
mountain trails carrying the sacra- 
ments of the Church to the faith- 
ful. 

After liberation, Fr. Masferré 
was assigned as priest-in-charge of 
All Saints’ Mission, Bontoc, and 
in 1949 was transferred to St. 
Benedict’s Mission, Besao, in the 
same capacity. Upon his return to 
the Philippines after General Con- 
vention he will become chaplain of 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

In 1947, Fr. Masferré was 
awarded the Medal of Freedom by 
the United States Army, “for his 
courage and resourcefulness in con- 
tributing to the welfare of pris- 
oners of war until he was arrested 
and confined by the Japanese.”
